COMPARATIVE PHILOLOGY. 
M. E. L. 
of Russia made a vocabulary of about two hundred 
words, to be sent to the different civilized nations, 
in order to obtain the corresponding ones, in the 
various languages and dialects. From this small 
beginning, a science has arisen which has already 
| exerted, and seems likely to exert a powerful in- 


| fluence on the theory of language, and the history 
of literature—tne science of comprative pniiwlogy. 


By a rigid comparison ofthe elementary sounds 
and radical words, and by a careful analysis of the 
grammatical structure of a large number of lan- | 
guages, a degree of conformity to general laws or 
| principles in their formation has been discovered 
which before had net been suspected, and which 
adds another to the proofs afforded by the science 
of original identity of the human species. ‘I'he 
| similarity thus discovered is of such a wature, and 
| the cause in which it occurs of that kind as to pre- 
clude the possibility of its being the result of ac- | 
cident. 

But the fact of a common origin of man is not 
the only one likely to be proved by investigations 
in comparative philology. By a collection and 
comparison of authentic specimens of radical words, 
in al! languages and dialects of the world, we may 
reasonably hope to learn the degree of consanguin- 
ity existing between the different tribes , to ascer- 
tain which was the primitive stock, or at least where 
was the primeval seat of man; and to determine
